Treasure Chest of Wells-Fargo Company Taken from Express Car 


When Tonopah Train Arrives and Loss Undiscovered Until 


Truckee Is Reached- -Na Clew of Thieves 


While the Southern Pacific station 
was surrounded by a crowd waiting 
for the departure of the

train last night, a treasure chest of 
Wells Fargo and 
Company

telling of the theft.

stolen contained about $30.000 in pa- 
per money, being shipped from the 
Southern Nevada banks to their ex- 
changes 
in San 
Francisco.

oxact amount of the loss is not known 
now but it is agreed that the sum 
will reach a large amount.
